Gettysberg Talk 
Is 73 Years Old

It was 73 years ago yesterday, 
Nov. 19, 1863, that President Ab- 
raham Lincoln delivered his famous 
Gettysburg address at a dedication 
of that famous battle field. 

Following the Battle of Gettys- 
burg, which ended on July 3, 
states, whose soldiers had taken 
part in the battle, agreed to help 
create a national cemetery on the 
battlefield. 


Under the supervision of David} 


Wells, foremost citizen, the ceme- 
tery was created. 
Dedication Set 

The commission in charge plan- 
ned a dedication ceremony, which 
was to take place on Nov. 19. 
President Lincoln was invited to be 
present and after the dedication to 
give a few remarks appropriate to 
the occasion. 

In the invitation sent Lincoln, 
it was plain that the commission 
did not expect or desire an address. 
It was assumed that Senator 
Everett would give an oration that 
would leave very little to be said.

‘| speech. The day before. the cere- 


mony he asked a friend, ““What do 
you expect from me tomorrow?” 
The friend -replied: ‘“‘A brief ad- 
dress, Mr. President.”’ 

It is believed that the following 
morning he jotted down a few 
notes on a scrap of paper. At noon 
Senator Everett delivered his two 
hour oration that had taken months 
to prepare. Everett received great 
applause and at the same time it 
was claimed by some that his speech 
equalled those given by Daniel 
Webster. 


» Just Few Words 
Lincoln arose to say the few fit- 
ting words that had been asked of 


‘him. In three minutes time with 


only 267 words, he said -his bit. 
There was little applause when he 
finished. Lincoln felt that he had 
failed and afterwards said, “The 
people are disappointed.” 

The story was different in the 
newspapers the following morning. 
Everett’s oration was soon forgot- 
ten, but Lincoln’s Gettysburg ad- 
dress lived on to become a world 
classic.

(BENGALS TO MIX WITH PANTHERS THANKSGIVI 


COMPARE OLD, NEW GRID PLAY 


Football as played today is al- 
most an entirely different game as 
compared with the 1930 style of 
play. Largely responsible for this 
change are the revolutionary new 
rules adopted and the wide-open 
style of play inaugurated by many 
of the nation’s leading coaches. 

The coach who would have dared 
to suggest the lateral pass as a 
means of gaining yardage five years 
ago, would have been in dire jeop- 
ardy of losing his position, and 
along with it, his reputation. Later- 
al passing just wasn’t done in the 
best football circles, and woe unto 
the coach who should be so bold 
as to try it. 

Adopt Field Goal _ - 

Another phase of the game which 


has been innovated in the past five | 


years after a long period during 
which it was seldom used is the 
field goal. During the early years 
of football, this was a very potent 
and much used weapon, but when 
the goal posts were moved from 
their place on the goal line to their 
present position 10 yards in back 
of this point the field goal nearly 
ceased to exist. 


However, the almost perfect de- 


fense built up by many teams 
against running plays, caused 
coaches to look for another method 
bv which to score points, and win 
ball games. The field goal, naturally 
was considered, and seemed quite 
appropriate, so it was put to active 
use. 
Coffin Corner Eliminated 

Rule changes have also been re- 
sponsible in a large measure for 
the changes in the present day 
sport. Previous to the 1934 season 
coffin corner was a dreaded spot. 
The punter who could place the 


ball, near the sidelines inside the| 


five-yard marker, with some mea- 
sure of consistency could virtually 
assure his team of at least one 
touchdown during each game. 


The reason for this is obvious. It 
was almost impossible for the team 
caught in coffin corner to punt or 
run the ball out, and provided they 
did try either, the result was as of- 
ten as not disastrous. The rule 
which says that the ball must at all 
times be ten yards from the side- 
lines has changed this situation.

The first American Thanksgiving 
day was celebrated 315 years ago, 
in 1621. Governor Bradford of 
Mass. in gratitude for the plenteous 
harvest of that year, proclaimed a 
day of thanksgiving. 

The Pilgrims had suffered from 
a period of depression, so the first 
thing that took place that day was 
a simple religious service which 
was given to offer thanks for their 
good fortune in having fine crops. 
This was followed by the feast, 
which was so successful that in the 
midst of the festivities 90 friendly 
Indians appeared, bringing with 
them large pieces of venison. 

Asa result, the one day set aside 
lengthened into three, with psalm- 
singing, war-dances, exhibitions of 
military skill, and other pastimes 
taking place between meals. 

Date Fixed 

This occasion established the 
idea of having a thanksgiving day 
in America, At various times dur- 
ing the next two centuries days 
were set apart to celebrate, but no 
regular day for the observance of 
Thanksgiving was specied. In 1864, 
however, President Lincoln set 
aside the last Thursday in Novem- 
ber for a national Thanksgiving 
day, and this day has been observed 
ever since. 

Each year the President of the 
United States issues a proclama- 
tion stating which day is to be ob- 
served.
